SHIP DRIVES HARD AND FAST ON 
ROCKS AT MAN0MET 
POINT 


By LAWRENCE DAY

Ma unmet Point, Mass., March IO. 
- A motley fleet of coast guard ves­ 
sels fought its way to the side of the 
Boston-New York steamship Robert 
K. Lee today in the hope of saving 
263 passengers and crew whose lives 
were imperilled when the ship was 
driven hard and fast upon the jagged 
rocks of Mary Ann Reef. 
The 70-mile an hour snow-laden 
gale which had blown the 5,000 ton 
steamer off her course at 8 P. M. 
Friday 
was abating 
somewhat 
at 
dawn. 
Coast guard officials 
said 
they believed the crew and the pas­ 
sengers could lie taken off without 
loss of life. 
First attempts at 
rescue 
w’era 
made by coast guardsmen from the 
Manomet station at 7:35 A. M. 
At 
that hour they tried to launch a surf- 
bust ta take off some of the steam­ 
er’s wrecked passengers. 
Direct communication 
with 
the 
grounded ship ceased at 
midnight. 
At that hour the Robert E. 
Lee’s 
rapidly fading radio signals Indicat­ 
ed she was in no immediate danger, 
although lier engines 
were 
water­ 
logged. 
Her main radio set was 
paralyzed when she struck the rocks. 
Removal of the 150 
passengers. 
who left Boston at 5 P. M. Friday 
expecting to reach New York at 8 
A. M. today, awaited further abate­ 
ment of the gale which would per­ 
mit coast guard boats to come along­ 
side. if 
The rocks on which the Robert E. 
Lee went aground are about a mile 
off Manomet Point, six miles below 
Plymouth on the Inside of Cape Cod 
May. 
At this point, however, the 
bay is approximately 25 miles wide. 
(’apt. IL W. Robinson of the Eastern 
steamship lines was was In charge 
of the ship, is believed to have been 
attempting to steer a course as close 
as possible to shore to avoid the fury 
of the storm.

as she nosed down the const.

warning was too late. 
The Robert 
E. Lee was already fast 
upon

flashing out the first of the H. O. S. 
calls. 
Coast guard stations all along the 
mainland of Massachusetts and on 
(’ape Cod picked up the signals and 
began organizing their agencies of 
re li ef . 
Several 
30-foot life boats 
put. out 
from Manomet 
Point Hut 
were driven back 
by 
mountainous 
waves. 
From the shore the lights of the 
Lee could be seen through the gap­ 
ing bole the rocks had torn in hei* 
plates. 
Attempts were made to com­ 
municate with the ship 
by 
signal 
lights but there was no answer. Ap­ 
parently the night was so thick that 
the crew of the Lee could not see the 
onshore lights.

tempts coast guardsmen launched a 
surf boat at 8:45 A. M. 
It could be 
seen several hundred feet off shore.

of people suffering from ill 
Health as a result of subsisting dur­ 
ing the winter months on a diet of 
poor quality. 
Such an experience 
» as common a generation or two 
• : 
when the middle west was being 
r uled. 
Ready money was very 
• ;.rce and the great objective of 
I e farmers on their new homesteads 
» us to produce crops which could 
b: sold so that farm equipment, 
L n rea and buildings could be pur­ 
chased. 
Often they subsisted dur- 
I: g the winter season principal^ on 
rrfintd wheat .lour bread, molasses, 
a ;d fat pork. Those were the times 
when everyone felt ill in the spring. 
I’ ople thought their blood became 
»* pure during the winter season and 
t! :t they needed blood purifiers and 
; or spring medicines. 
They took 
the patent medicines offered them 
’■ v numerous quacks, but at the 
time as spring advanced they 
began to eat a better diet, for wild 
herbs were gathered for “greens,** 
the hens began to lay eggs and the 
half starved cows, when they began 
to get green grass, produced milk. 
The better food supply was suffi­ 
cient to make everyone feel better, 
but credit was always given to the 
medicine which had been swallowed, 
and so, year after year, the same 
practice was repeated. W hat these 


Science has come to the assistance 
of mankind in providing ways by 
which foods may be preserved for 
months or even years, thus making 
it possible for people to have a 
greater variety in the diet the whole 
year through. 
Canning, dehydration 
and cold storage are the principal 
means by which foods are preserved 
during the season of excess produc­ 
tion, to be used mainly during the 
part of the year when otherwise we 
should be reduced to a simple and 
monotonous diet. 
A long list of 
fruits and green vegetables are most 
effectively preserved in a whole 
some and attractive form, and for 
an 
almost 
indefinite 
period 
if 
necessary, through the process of 
canning. 
Several kinds of fish and 
meats, milk, etc., are also best put 
up in this form. 
No other method 
serves 
so 
well 
to conserve 
the 
delicate flavors of fruits and vege­ 
tables as does canning by modern 
processes. 
In ‘he early history of the can­ 
ning industry, before methods were 
fully 
under stood, 
there 
was 
con­ 
siderable 
loss 
due 
to 
inadequate 
esses. Some canners used pre­ 
servatives so that inferior products 
could be packed without danger of 
financial loss. 
Canned foods came to 
be looked upon with suspicion by 
many. T hat day is now pa s t T here 
is no industry with which we are 
familiar which has been more alert 
in the study of the science underly­ 
ing the packing of foods in airtight 
containers, so as to send to the 
consumer products of the highest 
quality than has the canning in­ 
dustry. 
The National Canners’ As­ 
sociation has invested Urge sums 
in research in some of the greatest 
universities, and it has for years 
maintained a research laboratory 
which has been conducted on the 
highest ethical principles. 


a remarkably clean bill of health. 
Canned foods are, generally speak­ 
ing, the safest foods which come to 
our tables today, except the kinds 
of vegetables which are thoroughly 
cooked. 
In recent years there has been 
much interest shown in the effect of 
the processes of canning on the de­ 
struction 
of 
the 
vitamins. 
The 
earlier studies in the vitamin field 
showed clearly that vitamin C, the 
antiscorbutic principle, is not found 
in dry foods such as the grams, 
dried fruits and vegetables, or in 
m ost foods whic h have been heated 
to the boiling point of water or even 
less. 
Even the pasteurization of 
rnilk, a process so necessary to safe­ 
guard health, destroys most of the 
vitamin C which it contains, al 
'hough the heating is only carried 
to 
143-145 
degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


A C lean Bill of H ealth 


Canned foods are safe to eat 
There was a time when there was a 
tendency 
to 
incriminate 
canned 
foods if possible whenever anyone 
suffered from food poisoning. To­ 
day one rarely hear« such an accusa­ 
tion, for it is now known that in 
general, food poisoaing is the result 
of improper handling of meats and 
a few other foods in the home or by 
persons who handle these 
foods be­ 
fore they reach the home. 
During 
the Ust twenty years close attention 
has been given by health officials to 
tracing out the sources of food poi­ 
soning, and as a result of these 
studies canned foods have received 


Cooking of fruits and vegetables, 
meats, etc., in the ordinary kitchen 
practice is known to destroy in 
great measure the scurvy-preventing 
properties of these foods. 
The nat­ 
ural inference was that canned foods 
would also be found to have lost 
this vitamin 
Recent researches by 
Kohtnan and Eddy have brought to 
light some very interesting facts 
about the nutritive values of several 
canned foods. 
They have shown 
that there are certain features about 
the canning processes which make 
them far less destructive of vitamin 
C than ordinary cooking. 


T hat Im po rtan t V itam in C 


The major factor in destruction of 
vitamin C during rooking is oxidation. 
It has been shown that in canning, 
after a certain amount of prelimi­ 
nary destruction, subsequent heating 
has very little effect in the way of 
further destruction. In the canning 
of 
tomatoes, 
KTiman 
and 
Eddy 
found no destruction of vitamin C, 
or at least of too small magnitude 
to be demonstrated by animal ex- 
r 


iments. 
With apples and peaches 
was shown that after a prelimi­ 
nary treatment of the fruit in which 
it was immersed in water until after 
the respiration processes had used 
up the oxygen dissolved in 
the 
juices, canning could proceed with no 
demonstrable 
loss of vitamin 
C. 
Lemon juice has been concentrated 
and heated to as high a temperature 
as is employed in processing canned 
foods during several 
hours, 
with­ 
out destroying any demonstrable 
amount of the vitamin. 


oxygen is used up in tissue respira­ 
tion is greatly accelerated, and the 
dissolved oxygen is quickly use<J 
up. 
it has been demonstrated that 
after this point is reached the can­ 
ning process can be carried ou*. 
without further destruction of the 
antiscorbutic vitamin C. 


The vitamin C content of com­ 
mercially canned fruits and v e g e ­ 
tables appears, therefore, to be much 
greater than that of fresh foods 
which are cooked in the usual man­ 
ner, viz., by promptly heating tc 
cooking temperatures without th, 
preliminary treatment which woul« i 
cause the disappearance of dissolved 
oxygen in their substance. 
By ordi­ 
nary cooking this vitamin is esscrw 
tially all destroyed, yet by the spe­ 
cial treatment previous to strung 
heat treatm ent the destruction may 
be avoided.

W hat we have » aid regarding 
ordinary cooking of foods probably 
also applies to foods which are home 
canned, although no studies have as 
yet been conducted which would 
show the extent to which vitamin 
C is destroyed in home canning. The 
Heat is in general probably applied 
too rapidly to permit of saving the 
vitamin from destruction. 


R esults of N utritional R esearch 


In commercial canning it ia cus­ 
tomary to place the cans filled with 
fruit and syrup, in an exhaust box; 
and to gradually warm them to a 
temperature at which the oxidizing 
ferments cease to function. As the 
frefts are wanned, the rate at which 


Canned foods have steadily grown 
in favor with the consuming public 
for many years, mainly because o f 
the excellence of the state of pres­ 
ervation and the attractiveness of 
their flavors and appearance. In no 
branch of the food industry has the 
results 
of 
scientific 
investigation 
been more effectively applied than 
rp 
the canning industry. 
T his is tl*i 
reason why canned foods are as » ale 
as any foods we eat, and safer thaa 
a number of common foods which 
are purchased fresh but are handled 
in the home in a manner which 
makes it possible that illness may 
arise from eating them when « (ale. 
N ow comes the scientific investi­ 
gator who shows us the fallacy of 
hasty 
reasoning 
from the 
analogy 
with ordinary cooked foods, which 
have lost through destruction, most 
or all of their vitamin C, to the 
conclusion that rannrd foods, heated 
even more thoroughly, have also lost 
their vitamin C content. 
There are 
special 
features 
in 
the 
canning 
process which preserves a nutrient 
principle which ordinary cooking de­ 
stroys. 
As for the other vitamins 
in ! 
canned foods, it may be said with 
confidence from data available, that 
these are not destroyed in canning j 
to an appreciable extent. The high 
favor of canned foods among con- j 
sumers everywhere is justified by ; 
the results of nutritional research. I

CANNED FOODS IN THE DAILY DIET 


By E. V. McCollum, Ph. D., Sc.D. 
Author of "The Newer Knowledge of Nutrition" "Food, Nutrition and Health," etc., Professor of 
Dio-chemistry, School of Hygiene, School of Hygiene and Public Health, Johns Hopkins University. 


T O U R I N G the last twenty years 
A- 
a remarkable advance has been 
made in our knowledge of quality 
ie foods, and of the nutritive needs 
cl the body. 
We know in terms of 
chemical 
substances what consti­ 
tutes an adequate diet. 
We know, 
in the case of nearly all of our more 
common and important foods, and 
vt itll a fair degree of accuracy, which 
nutrient principles are abundant or 
deficient in each. It has been found, 
a oui studies have progressed, that 
•"■cst of our ordinary foods which 
c institute the staple articles of our 
diet are one-sided in composition. 
One will contain an excess of cer­ 
tain essential food elements, and 
I n k a sufficient amount of others. 
It has become evident that we must 
n q condemn any food-stuff because 
it is not in itself a complete food. 
lf two foods, or several foods, each 
la l ing in one or more indispensable 
food elements are combined in the 
.■•roper proportions, one may furnish 
what another lacks, and so the mix­ 
ture may be an excellent diet. 


Foods Must Be Vrried 


All this : 
by way of saying that 
p diet restricted to a few articles, 
arn 
monotonous in 
character, is 
*ikely to be unsatisfactory for the 
maintenance of health. The keynote 
to successful nutrition is the proper 
combination of foods. 
There are 
many illustrations in human nutri- 
tjut 
of people suffering from ill 
health as a result of subsisting dur­ 
ing the winter months on a diet of 
poor quality. 
Such an experience 
v as common a generation or two 
• r 
when the middle west was being 
a -ttleo. 
Ready money was very 
a ar re and the great objective of 
f e farmers on their new homesteads 
* as to produce crops which could 
b: sold so that farm equipment, 
b nee* and buildings could be pur­ 
chased. 
Often they subsisted dur- 
1: g the winter season principal^ on 
r> fined wheat Jour bread, molasses, 
a d fat pork. Those were the times 
w ben everyone felt ill in the spring. 
I’ epic thought their blood became 
»* pure during the winter season and 
I 
-t they needed blood purifiers and 
: cr spring medicines. 
They took 
Bs., patent medicines offered them 
1 v 
numerous quacks, but at the 
time as spring advanced they 
began to eat a better diet, for wild 
herbs were gathered for “greens,” 
the hens began to lay eggs and the 
half starved cows, when they began 
to get green grass, produced milk. 
The better food supply was suffi­ 
cient to make everyone feel better, 
but credit was always given to the 
medicine which had been swallowed, 
and so, year after year, the same 
practice was repeated. 
What these 


pioneers needed was a more varied 
and better food supply during the 
winter months. 


S cien ce C on ies to th e R escue 


Science has come to the assistance 
of mankind in providing ways by 
which foods may be preserved for 
months or even years, thus making 
it possible for people to have a 
greater variety in the diet the whole 
year through. 
Canning, dehydration 
and cold storage are the principal 
means by which foods are preserved 
during the season of excess produc­ 
tion, to be used mainly during the 
part of the year when otherwise we 
should be reduced to a simple and 
monotonous diet. 
A long list of 
fruits and green vegetables are most 
effectively preserved in a whole 
some and attractive form, and for 
an 
almost 
indefinite 
period 
if 
necessary, through the process of 
canning. 
Several kinds of fish and 
meats, milk, etc., are also best put 
up in this form, 
No other method 
serves 
so well 
to 
conserve 
the 
delicate flavors of fruits and vege­ 
tables as does canning by modern 
processes. 
In ‘he early history of the can­ 
ning industry, before methods were 
fully 
under stood, 
there 
was 
con­ 
siderable 
loss 
due 
to 
inadequate 
y v esses. Some canners used pre­ 
st rvatives so that inferior products 
could be packed without danger of 
financial loss. 
Canned foods came to 
be looked upon with suspicion by 
many. That day is now past There 
is no industry with which we are 
familiar which has been more alert 
in the study of the science underly­ 
ing the packing of foods in airtight 
containers, so as to send to the 
consumer products of the highest 
quality than has the canning in­ 
dustry. The National Canners’ As­ 
sociation has invested Urge sums 
in research in some of the greatest 
universities, and it has for years 
maintained a research 
laboratory 
which has been conducted on the 
highest ethical principles. 


A C lean Bill o f H ealth 


Canned foods are safe to eat. 
There was a time when there was a 
tendency 
to 
incriminate 
canned 
foods if possible whenever anyone 
suffered frorn food poisoning. 
T o­ 
day one rarely hear* tach an accusa­ 
tion, for it is now known that, in 
general, food poisoaing is the result 
of improper handling of meats and 
a few other foods in the home or by 
persons who handle these foods be­ 
fore they reach the home. 
During 
the last twenty year* close attention 
has been given by health officials to 
tracing out the sources of food poi­ 
soning, and as a result of these 
studies canned foods have received 


a remarkably clean bill of health. 
Canned foods are, generally speak­ 
ing, the safest foods which come to 
our tables today, except the kinds 
of vegetables which are thoroughly 
cooked. 
In recent years there has been 
much interest shown in the effect of 
the processes of canning on the de­ 
struction 
of 
the 
vitamins. 
The 
earlier studies in the vitamin field 
showed clearly that vitamin C, the 
antiscorbutic principle, is not found 
in dry foods such as the grams, 
dried fruits and vegetables, or in 
most foods which have been heated 
to the boiling point of water or even 
less. 
Even the pasteurization of 
milk, a process so necessary to safe­ 
guard health, destroys most of the 
vitamin C which it contains, al­ 
though the heating is only carried 
to 
143-145 
degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Cooking of fruits and vegetables, 
meats, etc., in the ordinary kitchen 
practice is known to destroy in 
great measure the scurvy-preventing 
properties of these foods. 
The nat­ 
ural inference was that canned foods 
would also be found to have lost 
this vitamin 
Recent researches by 
Koliman and Eddy have brought to 
light some very interesting facts 
about the nutritive values of several 
canned foods. 
They have shown 
that tbwe are certain features about 
the canning processes which make 
them far less destructive of vitamin 
C than ordinary cooking. 


T hat im portant V itam in C 


The major factor in destruction cf 
vitamin C during c ooking is oxidation. 
It has been shown that in canning, 
after a certain amount of prelimi­ 
nary destruction, subsequent heating 
has very little effect in the way of 
further destruction. 
In the canning 
of 
tomatoes, 
Kohman 
and 
Eddy 
found no destruction of vitamin C, 
or at least of too small magnitude 
to be demonstrated by animal ex- 
r 
iments. 
With apples and peaches 
was shown that after a prelimi­ 
nary treatment of tire fruit in which 
it was immersed in water until after 
the respiration processes had used 
up 
the oxygen dissolved 
in 
the 
juices, canning could proceed with no 
demonstrable 
loss 
of vitamin C. 
Lemon juice has been concentrated 
and heated to as high a temperature 
as is employed in processing canned 
foods during 
several 
hours, with­ 
out destroying any demonstrable 
amount of the vitamin. 


In commercial canning it is cus­ 
tomary to place the cans filled with 
fruit and syrup, in an exhaust box, 
and to gradually warm them to a 
temperature at which the oxidizing 
ferments cease to function. 
As the 
fruits ar* warmed, the rat* at which 


oxygen is used up in tissue respira­ 
tion is greatly accelerated, and the 
dissolved oxygen is quickly used 
up. 
It has been demonstrated that 
after this point is reached the can­ 
ning process can be carried ouf. 
without further destruction of the 
antiscorbutic vitamin C. 


The vitamin C content of com­ 
mercially canned fruits and vege­ 
tables appears, therefore, to be much 
greater than that of fresh foods 
which are cooked in the usual man­ 
ner, viz., by promptly heating tc 
cooking temperatures without th, 
preliminary treatment which would 
cause the disappearance of dissolved 
oxygen in their substance. 
By ordi* 
liary cooking this vitamin is essen* 
Dally all destroyed, yet by the spe­ 
cial treatment previous to strong 
heat treatment the destruction may 
be avoided. 
W hat we have said regarding 
ordinary cooking of foods probably 
also applies to foods which are home 
canned, although no studies have ac 
yet been conducted which would 
show the extent to which vitamin 
C is destroyed in home canning. The 
heat is in general probably applied 
too rapidly to permit of saving the 
vitamin from destruction. 


R esults of N u tritional R esearch 


Canned foods have steadily grown 
in favor with the consuming public 
for many years, mainly because of 
the excellence of the state of pres­ 
ervation and the attractiveness of 
their flavors and appearance. In no 
branch of the food industry has the 
results 
of 
scientific 
investigation 
been more effectively applied than rn 
the canning industry. 
This is (Hi 
reason why canned foods are as sal* 
as any foods we eat, and safer tha* 
a number of common foods which 
are purchased fresh but are handled 
in the home in a manner which 
makes it possible that illness may 
arise from eating them when stale. 
N ow comes the scientific investi­ 
gator who shows us the fallacy of 
hasty 
reasoning 
from the analogy 
with ordinary cooked foods, which 
have lost through destruction, most 
or all of their vitamin C, to the 
conclusion that canned foods, heated 
even more thoroughly, have also lost 
their vitamin C content. There are 
special 
features 
in 
the 
canning 
process which preserves a nutrient 
principle which ordinary cooking de­ 
stroys. 
As for the other vitamins 
in • 
canned foods, it may he said with 
confidence from data available, that 
these are not destroyed in canning j 
to an appreciable extent. The high 
favor of canned foods among con- { 
Burners everywhere is justified by 
the results of nutritional research. I
